“He was inducted into the Chi- 
nese Communist army while at- 
tending Kunchon College at 
Tungwha, Manchuria, and we 
consider him a thoroughly in- 
doctrinated Communist military 
man,” the spokesman declared.

Pole Envoys 
Quit, Ask 
U.S. Refuge 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 17—(#)— 
Three top diplomats of the Polish 
embassy in Washington have bro- 
ken with their Communist gov- 
ernment, quit their jobs and 
asked for the right to stay in the 
United States. 

The government is investigat- 
ing their cases. In the absence of 
evidence that any of them has 
been a Communist, officials spec- 
ulated that all three probably will 
be granted asylum. The three 
are: 

Janusz Zoltowski, who resigned 
about two months ago as minister 
and financial counselor—the No. 
2 post at the embassy. 

Stefan Rogozinski, embassy 
eounselor who also quit about 
two months ago. 

Wladyslaw Nizinski, who re- 
signed as second secretary of the 
embassy about 10 days ago. 

State Department officials said 
Thursday all three had written 
letters asking asylum in the Unit- 
ed States. 

Zoltowski is a veteran em- 
ployee of the embassy under a se- 
ries of governments going well 
back into Poland’s non-Commu- 
nist days. 

Rogozinski and Nizinski came 
ta the United States after the 
war but neither is regarded at 
the State Department as a Com- 
munist.

Inside Yugoslavia, the survey 

found there is plenty of prepared- 
ness but little evidence that the 
country and leaders expect a 
‘Balkan war. , 
_ On top of this, there has been 
a marked decline in reported bor- 
ider incidents recently. Such inci- 
‘dents over the past two years 
‘have been a fairly reliable barom- 
‘eter of Russian Cominform feel- 
ing toward outcast Yugoslavia. 
When Russia wishes to apply pres- 
sure on the government of Pre- 
mier Marshal Tito, these border 
incidents increase. This keeps a 
big part of Yugoslavia’s manpower

Reports of Western observers 
here emphasized that a Commu- 
nist invasion such as that in 
South Korea would not have the 
same advantage of surprise in Yu- 
goslavia.

. Answer: No, says Dr. James L. 
Hymes, Jr., of State Teachers Col- 
lege, New Paltz, N. Y. We might 
as well face the fact that “there 
is a very wide gap between what 

rents want and what children 

e to do.” For instance, it's nat- 
ural for children to be much 
more active than suits their par- 
ents’ convenience, and to have no 
interest in cleanliness or order. 
Discipline should not be one-sided; 
it should be a compromise in 
which neither child nor parent 
gives up too much. And since chil- 
dren are slow to learn, the proc- 
ess can't be rapid. 


De we all sometimes need 
te be babiesT . 


Answer: Strange as it may 
sound, yes. However mature you 
are, for instance, you cannot live 
without spending several hours a 
day in a state of complete help- 
lessness and dependence upon 
others—upon the police and fire- 
men, for example. And in this 
state—sleep—you try as far as 
possible to reproduce the condi- 
tions of earliest infancy; you want 
warmth, darkness, silence, and 
the softest “nest” you can find. 
Tf you ¢an be an adult when it 
_ is necessary, there’s no harm in 
your sometimes enjoying basic- 
ally childish pleasures. 


Can your “intuitions” tell 
right from wrong? 


Answer: Not in any absolute 
sense. For an intuition is merely 
an unconscious association of 
ideas, and how true it is depends 
on where the ideas came from.

Welfare Costs 
Soar Up and Up 


The discouraging thing about welfare 
expenditures is that they increase every 
year without regard to prosperity and the 
availability of jobs. 

Last year, according to figures released 
by the Welfare Department, Georgia spent 
a total of $33,709,923 on welfare payments. 
That was nearly one-third of the total in- 
come of the State. Although approxi- 
mately 72 per cent of these funds come 
from the Federal Government, it is a fal- 
lacy to believe that this is a gratis contri- 
bution. The Federal Government has no 
income except that which comes from the 
citizens of the various states. Georgians 
pay more than $400,000,000 annually into 
the Treasury. : 

In this State half the persons over 65 
are drawing old-age pensions. Screening 
of applicants is hasty at best and at worst 
is done with an ear close to the political 
pulse. County welfare departments, usu- 
ally under domination of the reigning 
politicians, largely determine who receives 
an old-age pension and who does not. 

Conversely, Georgia continues aid to 
dependent children only through age 16, 
a time when few if any youngsters have 
finished high school. The cynical suggest 
that the youngsters come out on the short 
end because they can’t vote. 

In proportion to population, this State 
has more old-age pensioners than any 
other except Louisiana. WAnd the number 
is increasing every year. Last year’s pay- 
ments amounted to $6,500,000 more than 
the previous year and the 119,245 on assist- 
ance rolls of all kinds was a record high. 

That is the situation in one of the most 
prosperous periods the State and nation 
ever have known. Its eventual possibili- 
ties are frightening and there is little sol- 
ace in the fact that most of the money 
comes through the Treasury at Washing- 
ton. The taxpayer still is the one who

Mr. Griffith boasts of the better house- 
keeping which has been achieved by the 
Defense Department. Good housekeeping 
is an excellent and commendable accom- 

lishment but it does little good when the 
Geass itself is on fire.

Put the Blame 
On the Publie 


WASHINGTON+{To questions of why the 

United States was not better prepared for war 

at the time of the Korean outbreak, there is a 

ready and simple answer: public opinion. Our failure te spend 

enough for preparedness during the five years since World War II 
ended was due primarily to the power of public opinion. 


Not being able to foresee the events now thrust upon us, the 
public would not have stood for a substantially higher military 
budget than the sum total of what was adopted. The power of 
public opinion is both the strength and weakness of the demo- 
cratic system of government under which we live. It was the 
controlling factor in the major decisions that were made on how 

‘much military strength we should maintain. Hence our relative 
military weakness at the time of the Korean crisis may be marked 
down to this situation. 


Critics who seek to place the blame else- 
Ear to Ground where ignore one of the fundamentals of 
our democratic processes. Congress and the White House con- 
stantly stay attuned to the temper and trend of ublic sentiment. 
The penalty for going contrary to the weight of publie opinion is 
the loss of office. 

Since the end of the last war we have spent a total of about 
$50,000,000,000 on national defense, seemingly a considerable sum, 
judging by postwar standards. But events have shown that it 
was hardly enough, if we were to build a military force capable of 
standing against Communist aggression all over the world. 


Our military leaders have correctly appraised the situation all 
along. Less than two years ago the Joint Chiefs of Staff, in figur- 
ing what each branch of the service would need to put us in a full 
state of preparedness, arrived at a total of $30,000,000,000 for one 
year’s budget. The amount appropriated was less than half that. 
Earlier in the present year, General George C. Marshall, appearing 
before a Congressional committee, gave the same figure when 
asked how much we needed to spend to be prepared to meet Com- 
munist aggression “all over the world.” 

It is traditional with us, however, to distrust the appraisals of 
professional military men in times of peace. How far this distrust 
extended may be seen from the report of the Hoover Commission, 
made up of some of our most distinguished leaders. It cited the 
$30,000,000,000 estimate of the Joint Chiefs of Staff and General 
Marshall as an alarming illustration of the profligate use of public 
money by the military establishment. 

The Commission went on to say that “it required the most 
earnest effort on the part of the Secretary of Defense, supported 
by a specific directive of the President, to reduce these totals to a 
more realistic level.” Questioning whether our national economy 
could stand the burden of military expenditures already imposed 
in January, 1949, the Commission had this further to say: 

“One of the principal factors contributing to the economic 
strength of the nation—to which we are indebted for victory in two 
wars—has been,this country’s freedom from huge peacetime arma- 
ment burdens. . .. There is a growing belief among responsible 
officials of Government that the Communist strategy in the strug- 
gie for the world is to force the United States into greater and 
greater expenditures of its resources for armaments, for economic 
aid and support to friendly nations. ... Victory by bankruptcy may 
be the Machiavellian aim of the Kremlin.”

There is no disposition to criticize the findings 
In the Mood of the Hoover Commission. Its report un- 
doubtedly reflected the mood of the American people at the time. 
And that is the point of the thesis. Public opinion shaped the in- 
adequate defense program that has been in effect for the past few 
years. If President Truman had come out for a $30,000,000,000 
anhual military budget prior to the Korean conflict, he would 
have been widely condemned as an alarmist and warmonger. 
By the same token, it was not the advice of our military men 
but the clamor of public opinion that forced the demobilization of 
our huge military machine soon after the war was over.

As a matter of fact, President Truman inti- 
mated very plainly in his message to Congress 
on Korea a month ago, that the UN may be ex- 
pected to act in ease of future aggression as it 
did in Korea, which it may be recalled, was on 
the President’s motion. This implication in his 
message which was pointed out here at the time, 
was generally overlooked.

It is this confused and delicate circumstance 
of Formosa, that has caused increasing agitation, 
that we throw the whole problem of Formosa, 
which formerly belonged to Japan, into the UN 
for creation of a UN trusteeship to administer 
it, and remove it from the realm of dispute. The 
President, himself, suggested this as the eventual 
solution for the Formosa problem, but intimated 
that this and other such questions “may have to 
be held in abeyance in the interest of essential 
security to all” until peace is re-established. 

Nevertheless, it continues to complicate policy 
as respects the UN and its course in cases of 
future aggression because of the danger of a 
thrust at that point.

A Wire From Henry Wallace 


MANCHESTER, Vt.—Hoping that Henry Wallace, after all his experience 
with the Communist treachery, would now be willing to speak honestly and come 
to the aid of his country as a number of reformed party members and fellow- 
travelers have done, I wired him a few days ago requesting an interview. It 
was plain to me that a mere exchange of telegrams couldn’t cover the ground,

beginning of his association with the traitors in Communist rallies and fronts down to his recent 


noisy but ambiguous estrangement from his own party.

Communist.” 

My telegram said: 

“In view of your decision regarding the 
Progressive Party | would like to discuss 
with you, for publication, Communism and 
Communists in the United States and your 
availability as an expert on methods and 
persons and related matters. You know bet- 
ter than most the determination of such 
people and I earnestly believe it would be 
a public service in which I would like to 
take part to inform the American people of 
the danger if you so regard their program 
and relationship to Moscow. I assure you 
this is a straightforward proposal and prom- 
ise you dignified treatment.” 

Wallace’s reply ignored the proposal of a 
man-to-man discussion. His telegram reads as 
follows: 

“From H. A: Wallace, South Salem, N. Y., 
August 12, 1950. Quote I am convinced that 
the great rank and file of the Progressive 
Party are not and never have been Commu- 
nists. Letters received since my Korean 
statement cause me to believe that fully 
half of the people in the Progressive Party 
as of July, 1950, were on my side. 

“Of those who voted for me in 1948, the 
overwhelming majority were on my Side. 
But the leadership of the Progressive Party 
as it exists today is almost. 100 per cent 
against me. Because these leaders take a 
line which coincides with the Russian line 
does not convince me that they are Commu- 
nists. As to which of the leaders in the 
Progressive party are Communists I do not 
know. There is no one in the Progressive 
Party whom I positively know to be a Com- 
munist. 

“I myself on the domestic front have 
always stood for progressive capitalism and 
have opposed Communism. 

“In the 1948 campaign I made it clear 
again, and again, that I would not tolerate 
those who stand for the violent overthrow 
of the United States Government by force. 

“With regard to the foreign front, my 
policy was arrived at in complete inde- 
pendence of the Communists. When the 
Communists enthusiastically supported my 
foreign position in 1948, they cost me many 
million votes.

Bonn, Germany, Aug. 17—Chancellor Konrad 
Adenauer urged Thursday the creation of a West 
German defense force equal in size and strength 
to the powerful Soviet zone people’s police army. 
He also called for the immediate enlargement of 
the United States military establishment in 
Europe. 

He said time was limited, that he had in- 
formation the Russians were building up their 
own military forces in East Germany in attack 
formations, and that only a quick demonstration 
of Western power and preparedness could fore- 
stall Soviet aggression. 

In addition, he said the United States must 
set all diplomatic qualms aside and intervene in 
the political affairs of Western Europe to bring 
about the political and social unification the non- 
Communist countries had been slow to achieve 
by themselves. 

During an interview in his office at Shaum- 
berger Palais, the Chancellor spoke quietly and 
seriously of these “sad and decisive days” and 
laid great stress on the critical decisions that 
must be reached by the Western Big Three For- 
eign Ministers in their New York meeting next 
month.

“Let us hope they will act quickly and a quick 
start can be made,” said the Chancellor. 
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Truman Waives UMT: 
Senate Still Eyes It

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17—Action by this Congress on  uni- 

versal military training was forecast as likely by the Senate's 

highest authorities on military legislation Thursday in spite of an 

a es _ that President Truman himself would not press for 
e ; 

Mr. Truman observed at his afternoon press conference that 
while he was for the project and always had been, it nevertheless 
posed a very controversial issue which must not be allowed to 
shant aside other matters more immediately related to the 
Korean war. 

Secretary of Defense Johnson only Wednesday night had asked 
Congress to go ahead with UMT, if only on a stand-by basis. 

Thursday morning the White House Press Secretary had told 
reporters that while the President approved Johnson's action 
there had been no change in the essential fact,-as had previously 
been stated, that Mr. Truman was not going to demand a uni- 
versal training law at this session. 

In the Senate, however, influential advocates of the bill-were 
not deterred. 

This gave to the situation an appearance of paradox, sug- 
gesting that the President was going in one direction and his 


Democratic associates in another. 

The President's position, as it was under- 
More Sp artan stood at the Capitol, was that his adminis- 
tration was indorsing UMT in principle but would not take the 
responsibility for insisting on it now lest something more imme- 
diately urgent be lost in the legislative field. 

The position of the Democratic leaders on military affairs was 
that nothing like this would happen and that, at all events and 
whatever the President’s lack of insistence on action on UMT 
they were determined if at all possible to go through with it. 

In the background was the fact that many in Congress have 
been thinking for some time of reaching out, in the Korean crisis, 
beyond the President’s own recommendations toward a more 
Spartan program than he himself has asked. This would be pre- 
cisely the opportunity for such an effort. 

Sen. Tydings, Democrat, Maryland, chairman of the Armed 
Services Committee, not only introduced the measure which Sec. 
Johnson had sent up Wednesday night, but made an urgent ap- 
peal for congressional action before adjournment. 

He announced that he intended to open hearings next week 
before the committee, and to recommend that the House Armed 
Services Committee take the same course simultaneously. 

Of equal significance was*the fact that one of Tydings’ most 
powerful Democratic associates on the Senate Armed Services 
Committee, Sen. Byrd, Virginia, came out, for the first time, 
for the principle of UMT. 


House Follows This meant that the entire senior Demo- 

cratic committee panel would support 
action, with the co-operation of the bulk of the junior commit- 
tee Democrats and the help of several of the Republican members 
already assured. 

The position in the House, it appeared, was one of an inten- 
tion to follow whatever lead was indicated in the Senate. 

Byrd, whose lack of enthusiasm in the past had been one of 
the greatest problems of the backers of the project, issued a formal 
statement promising him their co-operation this time. Tydings 
made his elation clear. 

“It is very plain,” Byrd said, “that we are faced with a long 
range national defense program such as we have never known. 
It is imperative that we have an impregnable defense at home, 
so far as we are able to achieve it. 

“I will support an effective universal military training program 
as an essential part of our program of defense. 

“A universal military training program can, in some measure, 
be substituted for a part of our greatly increased standing army. 
The average cost of each soldier in the regular army is $4,000 
a year. 

“Further, I have been disturbed as to the number of rejections 
of the draftees on account of physical defects, and I feel a uni- 
versal military training program will result in correcting many 
physical defects of those who are trained.” 

Tydings, for his part, told the Senate that it would be taking 
a “great risk” if it permitted an adjournment of Congress with- 


out passing UMT. 

‘oT; ’ The “one great gap” in the American de- 
Time Is Now fense establishment, we asserted, could be 

filled in time with the program. 

“Never, never, never again will we in the United States en- 
joy the luxury of time in which to get ready (for major war),” 
he declared. “The time is now, this present second, this present 
minute, this present hour. 

“America is very strong economically and on the sea and in 
the air. and in the atomic field. But America and the countries 
with which she is associated are not strong in ground forces. 
And if there is anything to be learned from Korea it is that we 
must always have ground forces.” 

In the event of war with the Soviet Union, he said, it would 
be a long job at best, under the present circumstances, to raise 
and send to Western Europe the divisions that would be required. 

Congress, he asserted, must now confront what he called the 
hard fact that it was going to be “a long, long time before 
Western Europe can possibly raise the strength and vitality to 
make the contribution to ground force that the American people 
hope it will make.” 

Sen. Thye, Republican, Minnesota, objected that while he 
favored UMT it was not correct to leave an impression that the 
armed forces had not for some time been equipped to raise the 
men needed. “There has been selective service,’ he commented. 

“What the Senator says,” Tydings replied, “must to a large 
extent be admitted in all candor. Still, there is no particular 
point in going back over the past. What I seek to do now is 
to stand on the ground of the present and look to the future.”

The decision was reached, the committee said, in view of the decision of the United States

“We ask that no discussion, class or 
school be conducted on the basis of direc- 
tives or outlines issued or dated earlier than 
Aug. 15, 1950. As soon as possible, the Na- 
tional Education Department of the Commu- 
nist Party will issue new directives and out- 
lines.” 


Technically, the decision meant that Com- 
munist groups were “asked” to stop teaching 
such “classics of Marxism-Leninism” as Stalin’s 
“problems of Leninism” and “foundations of 
Leninism” and his “short history of the Com- 


But the statement indicated that the new 
directive was only a manetiver and that the 
use of the prescribed “classics” as study 
outlines would continue surreptitiously. It 
said:

Stepmothers 
Require Help 


For Success 


By GLADYS BEVANS 
Often I have been asked by 
readers to recommend books 


about stepchildren for steppar- 
ents. I know of no such books, 
but I have written quite fully 
from time to time about meet- 
ing some of the problems in- 
volved, and about a good ap- 
proach to the “children. 

The advice I have given has 
been focussed on two points: 
One is the need that a woman 
about to marry a man with chil- 
dren has for gaining under- 
standing of children; the other 
has stressed the great impor- 
tance of winning over children 
before attempting te discipline 
them and perhaps change their 
former ways. 

There is another angle that 
in a way is a more difficult mat- 
ter to cope with. It has to do 
with the family of the chil- 
dren—that is, the grandmother 
or other relatives who have had 
charge of the children after the 
death of their mother, or father, 
and who now have to give 
them up. 

It is a common thing to see 
these people resent bitterly the 
second marriage of, for exam- 
ple, the children's father. They 
will frequently do everything 
possible to turn the children 
against their new mother. They 
will even bribe and coerce the 
children to stay with them, 
rather than to go to the new 
home. Or if the children do 
leave, they interfere and still 
make their influence felt, to the 
destruction of harmony in the 
home. 

The women who have written 
me describing situations such as 
these ask for my help. All I 
can do is to appeal to the un- 
selfishness of the relatives who 
have had the children, in the 
hope that their real love for 
their young charges will make 
them put aside petty antago- 
nisms, and desire for them a 
normal father-and-mother kind 
of life.

No menu is so good that it 
ean bé used day after day.

Don’t repeat one 
kind of food in the same meal 
-—tomatoe soup and tomato salad;

NEW YORK, Aug. 17'—(#)--The 

fastest trading of the month set 
the Summer rally by railroad 
bonds rolling in 
Thursday. 
Numerous rail gains ranging 
from one to more than three 
points dotted the corporate list. 
Gaining issues outnumbered los- 
ers by the top-heavy margin of 
three to one. 

After the slow sessions of the 
past two weeks, volume soared to 
$5,015,000, par value, highest since 
$5,821,000 was turned over July 
28. Wednesday’s total was $3,720,- 
000.
